Platform to the future emerges as new station takes shape 
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THE new station at Murrumba Downs is taking shape - fast. Late last month a giant pedestrian overbridge was lowered in to place using a 200- 
tonne crane. Platforms and buildings are also now well under way. It is one of six stations, along the $1 billion, 12.6km line, which will be built 
this year by Moreton Bay Rail. Ballast, sleepers and tracks are scheduled to be put down, starting next month. Work is also well under way ona 
major upgrade to Dohles Rocks Rd to four lanes. The new line, from Petrie to Kippa-Ring is scheduled to open in late 2016.

THE final 78-tonne beam of 
the new rail bridge over the 
North Pine River to provide 
anew track from Lawnton to 
Petrie was laid on Monday. 

State Labor MP for Kall- 
angur Shane King said the 
construction was a signifi- 
cant milestone in the 
$988 million Moreton Bay 
Rail project. 

“The last of the bridge’s 
supporting beams, called 
Super-T girders was in- 
stalled on the new, 316m- 
long bridge,” Mr King said.

“This is one of 22 bridges 
being built as part of the

which demonstrates the ex- 
ceptionally large scale of the 
works,” Ms Boyd said. 

She said the existing 
bridge over North Pine 
River would be demol- 
ished when the new four- 
track bridge was up 
and running. 
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
